With the report of the rescue of 


these men, hope for the safety of the 
other five persons is builded much 
stronger, although it is feared the 
others, who were not very robust, 
have succumbed to the ordeal of 24 
hours in the water. 


The yacht Mayflower, which car- 


ried the survivors to Galveston, left 
Cedar Bayou and fell in with the 
launch Maud, which had the five men 
on board. The Maud was bound for 
Cedar Bayou and passed within a 
Short distance of one of the men, 
who, while at the point of giving up, 
was still able to hang on to the 
pieces of timber under his arms. 
Four others were found hanging onto 
pieces -of driftwood, and in an ex- 
hausted condition.

Annapolis, Md.. July 23-—Glaring 


discrepancies in testimony before the 
court of inquiry which is investigat- 
ing the circumstances surrounding 
the death of Lieutenant James Sut- 
ton at the naval academy, two years 
ago. was shown at the hearing in re- 
sard to the location of the bullet 
wound which caused the young Ore- 
gonian's death.
